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What We Are Fighting 


Anyone who wants to get a close-up 
of the basic reason why Canada is at war 
does not need to travel farther than the 
nearest hall where a C.C.F. or a Commu- 
nist candidate or campaign speaker is 
holding forth. Fancy, if anyone can, some 
critic starting around Germany to con- 
demn the National Socialist Government 
as Canadian Socialists are now condemn- 
ing the Government of Canada. Or ima- 
gine, if possible, some one in Russia 
mounting a platform to denounce the 
Communist Government as Canadian 
Communists are now denouncing the 
Government of this Dominion. 

Such things do not happen in the coun- 
tries where these theories have been put in 
operation. Adolf and Josef permit no 
such liberties in their bailiwicks. Anyone 
in Germany not in agreement with the 
Socialist regime either keeps quiet or goes 
to an internment camp. If Russians do 
not approve the Communist way of doing 
things they hold silence or go to jail. In 
either of these countries there is only one | 
political party to which a person may le- 
gally belong. If he is even suspected of 
holding unorthodox views the Gestapo or 
the Ogpu get on his trail and lock him up, 
if they don’t shoot him. 

Canadians do not want to live under 
tyranny, That, basically, is why we are at 
war with Germany, and may have to go to 
war with Russia also. Even those Cana- 
dians who are Socialists or Communists | 
do not want to live under Socialism 
as they have it in Germany or Communism 
as they have it in Russia. They some- 
times talk that way, but they keep on liv- 
ing in Canada, where an indulgent democ- 
racy allows them to think and say what 
they please so long as they do not resort 
to violence or try to sabotage the nation’s 
war program. 


“The Sky Is the Limit” 


At the suggestion of Hon. Ian Mac- 
kenzie, parliament a year ago decided that 
munitions contracts involving more than 
$5,000 must be let by tender; and that 
where contracts for less than this amount 
were let without tender the contractor 
should be limited to making a net profit 
of 5 per cent on the amount of capital’ he 
actually employed in producing the goods. 

The restriction met with no objection 
in parliament and was hailed outside as a 
direct bar to profiteering. The only criti- 
cism offered was in the nature of a doubt 
that manufacturers would be willing to 
interrupt their ordinary lines of produc- 
tion to take on contracts of these small 
amounts when they could not make more 
than five per cent on the turn-over. In ef- 
fect the restriction meant that if a manu- 
facturer had to get a bank loan to handle 
his contract he would make little or noth- 
ing at all; while he might lose customers 
by suspending production of the goods he 
ordinarily supplied the trade, 

This doubt proved to be well founded. 
Not one contract, it is officially stated, 
could be let on the 5 per cent basis. The 
restriction accordingly had to be suspend- 
ed, and the war supply board entrusted 
with the responsibility of seeing that con- 
tracts of this type were let on a basis 
that would be fair to the taxpayers, while 
acceptable to manufacturers. 


Some loose criticism is now being of- 
fered, to the effect that suspending the 5 
per cent limit affected munitions con- 
tracts generally. ‘The sky is the limit” is 
the exact phraseology employed to give 
an impression that the country has been 
delivered over to profiteers. The facts 
are as stated. The suspension affects only 
contracts of less than $5,000; and these, 
as all contracts, are under the supervision | 
of the war supply board. Contracts for | 
more than this amount must be let by 
the calling of competitive tenders 

“The sky is the limit” applies only to | 
the willingness of some critics to distort | 
facts for partisan purposes. 


Then and Now 


Canada’s war effort, Dr. Manion 
thinks, must be less energetic than it 
should be, because 33,000 Canadians were 
sent to Britain in two and a half months 
in 1914, while 16,000 only had been sent in 
four months from the commencement of 
the present war. 

The latter figures, by the way, require 


in England, according to a late despatch. 

This comparison might be used equally 
well, if anyone were so minded, to show 
that Col. Sami Hughes did a good deal of 
stunting twenty-five years ago. There 
has certainly been a deal less of hurrahing 
about sending a corresponding number of 
men oversea in recent months. To which 
may be added that those who may be sup- 
posed to know say our contingents on this 
occasion have been better organized and 
better equipped. 

The fact of course is that this war dif- 
fers from the former one so much that 
the comparison is meaningless. Then Ger- 
man troops were inundating Belgium and 
northern France like a flood, and there 
was no way to stop them but to impose a 
wall of men in their path, of equal or su- 
perior numbers. Training, equipment and 
physical condition had to be matters of 
secondary consideration. What was need- 
ed, and needed at once, was men in the 
mass. Canada did its part to meet that 
need, and did it well. 

This time there is no sudden rush that 
must be stopped. Should one occur, there 
are approximately as many French and 
British soldiers on the ground to stop it 
as Hitler can spare for the drive; and 
the Maginot line is a solid reason why he 
should continue to hesitate about risking 
the consequences. 

Man-power will be needed as time 
passes. No one need have any misgivings 
on that score. It will be required as a 
steady stream of trained and equipped 
men, to reinforce and strengthen the Al- 
lied armies and keep up the pressure—for 
no one knows how long. 

Canada now has the equivalent of five 
divisions of men in training, at home and 
oversea, in land, sea and air forces. From 
the great and accumulating reserves at 
home men will be sent oversea as they are 
required. That is the correct measure of 
our present war effort so far as concerns 
man-pover.

The report will sound familiar to middle- 
aged readers. Mexico was also one of the 
plot-centres of German agents in the last 
war. And then as now they were not 
clever enough to keep their conspiracies 
covered.

The Passing Show

the comment of the Man- 
chester Guardian which not only defends the 
record of the King government but confidently 
predicts it will emerge from the election strong- 
er than ever. After listing counts in the indict- 
ment lodged against the government, the Guard- 
jan praises Canada’s “determination to play 
her full part in the war.” Then it adds that with 
almost two Canadian divisions already over- 
seas, and with the plans taking shape for the 
vast Empire Air School of which Canada will 
be host, “it is hard to imagine that a charge of 
lukewarmness will lie against the present gov- 
ernment. If an election reveals its shortcomings 
at this point or at that, so much the better, but 
the general result can hardly be other than to 
Strengthen its hand.”

Rt. Hon. Ernest Lapointe is one of the great 
men of Canadian history. For many years he has 
been the voice and conscience of Quebec. The 
best traditions of French-Canadians have fiow- 
ered into beauty in his life. He loves Canada 
with almost fanatical faith; to serve her is his 
one ambition. When one 
hears his vivid, ‘glamor- 
ous, picturesque English 
speech it is hard to real- 
ize that for many years after he became a mem- 
her of the House of Commons he could not 
speak except in his native tongue, as his Eng- 
lish was halting and broken. Today he is the heir 
to Laurier’s genius as an orator. To listen to Mr. 
Lapointe, on a great occasion, is an emotional 
adventure, an intellectual delight. For his 
speeches are the incarnation of Canadian pat- 
riotism and Canadian idealism. 

At the beginning of what may be the most 
sombre struggle in the military annals of the 
world, Mr, Lapointe comes to Edmonton to ex- 
plain the government's war record, in the be- 
lief that that record needs only to be explained 
to be upheld. 

In days gone by, when the sword slept in its 
scabbard and war was cursed by the conscience 
of man, Mr, Lapointe was a gallant warrior in 
the crusade to set up an abiding peace on earth. 
The League of Nations had no stauncher friend; 
his speeches in defence of international concil- 
iation and arbitration were worthy of a dis- 
tinguished minister of justice anxious to sup- 
plant the law of force by the force of law. His 
testimony in favor of Canada’s participation in 
this war, therefore, is invested with a unique 
authority, for it come from a man to whom the 
very idea of war, except in defence of freedom 
and the right, is utterly repellent. 

Politics to Mr. Lapointe have been a chival- 
rous adventure. His massive form has ever been 
ready to do battle against the forces of evil and 
disruption; had Mr, Duplessis remembered that, 
he would not now be a forlorn creature of 
oblivion, clothed in the deep shadows of a self- 
imposed obscurity. In an hour of grave emerg- 
ency Mr. Lapointe proved worthy of his trust 
as one of the guardians of Canada’s unity and 
destiny. Edmonton has the privilege of saying 
“thank you” to him for that, and many other 
notable services, when he speaks here tonight.

A GREAT CANADIAN 
VISITS EDMONTON 


The massing of troops in Eastern Europe has 
put neutral nations in a delicate diplomatic 
position.

To 
be foreign minister of a neutral state in Europe 
today is a bitter cross to bear. 

If a war of manoeuvre in the east replaces 
the present war of position in the west, no na- 
tion wil! occupy a more strategic position than 
Rumania. She will be the cockpit of the con- 
flict. It is therefore of significant moment that 
King Caro! should have discovered a genius for 
statesmunship of so high an order, coupled with 
a firm constancy of purpose, that never were 
more needed by Rumania than at present. 

In great crises the character of rulers and 
statesmen become of decisive valu Finland 
would never have astonished the world by her 
heroic resistance of Russia had her brave people 
not been animated by daring and resourceful 
leadership, Norway and Sweden will be crushed 
in the fierce play of military forces now surg- 
ing over Europe unless they too can find such 
guidance. At the moment the calibre of her 
statesmen is somewhat of a question mark. 

Meanwhile, the greatest neutra! of all, 
sheltered by an ocean from the storms which 
convulse Europe, keeps her own counsel as to 
the course of events in the war-enveloped con- 
tinent. The determination of the United States 
not to lead the battle for the defence of neutral- 
ity rights in Europe is in striking and signifi- 
cant contrast to her dttitude in the early months 
of the last war. Ambasador Kennedy has even 
announced that in future all points at issue with 
Britain will be settled if possible by friendly 
personal mediation, and not by any public 
debate carried on in diplomatic notes. This is 
emphatic evidence of where America’s symathies 
lie in this war, and its example has probably not 
been lost on the nervous neutrals of Europe.

Munchausen in Moscow 


The first time Russian planes bombed 
Swedish soil, Kallaks Island, Moscow apologized.

To Sweden it is an ominous sign of the 
changed Russian attitude. In fact, it will be no 
surprise if the Moscow press comes out shortly 
with a barrage of vile abuse at that country on 
some trumped-up charge of affront to Russia. 
Such as the dictator's method of preluding 
armed attack,

but they have proved themselves the world’s 
most fabulous liars—Vancouver Sun. 


A Farm Vote Policy 


The moderation of Mr. Bracken is eclipsed 
by the violent approach to the same problem 
that marked Dr. Manion’s western speaking 
tour. The Conservative leader proposes, if 
elected, to increase farm prices by 40 per cent 
while holding all other prices down to their pre- 
sent level. 

It ‘s time somebody inquired whether the 
leader of a national party in a war-time election 
should not have a far greater sense of respons- 
ibility than this statement suggests. This elec- 
tion is being fought on the issue of the war. If it 
means anything, it means that many domestic 
issues have to be put on one side, and that every 
problem must be approached with the idea of 
finding out how it can be so managed to pro- 
duce quickly and effectively the greatest possible 
help to the Allied war effort. We must not dis- 
Tupt our economy in war-time. But we must 
adjust it in such a way that maximum efficient 
production can be attained. 

Does Dr. Manion’s proposition hold out any 
prospect of doing this? How would he go about 
it? There are three methods of achieving his 
aim: 
(1) He could wipe out the tariff and destroy 
our resources for war purposes. This would per- 
mit a flood of manufactured imports which 
would reduce the disparity between farm and 
other prices. But Dr. Manion, the arch-protec- 
tionist, is not going to do this. 

(2) He could, by concurrent legislation with 
the provinces, create artificial scarcities, cut 
down the available supplies of farm products 
and thereby raise their prices. But he is not 
going to do this, for if our war effort means any- 
thing it means that Canada must be a huge re- 
servoir of farm produce for allied use. 

(3) He could subsidize all farm products by 
40 per cent, and hold all other prices down by 
totalitarian force. This would involve so vast a 
drain on our national treasury that our whole 
war effort would come to a stop. Has Dr. 
Manion any idea of what the cost would be of 
giving a 40 per cent subsidy on every bushel of 
wheat, every pound of bacon, every quart of 
cream produced in this country? Let him figure 
it out, and then see for himself what kind of 
war effort we wouid have left. 

We know no other means whereby Dr. 
Manion could do anything to implement this 
alleged program of his. If he has some secret 
process up his sleeve, we should be told about 
it without delay. As things stand now, he is 
convicted of a looseness of mind and an irre- 
sponsibility of utterance that condemn him as a 
potential national leader. 

We could understand Dr. Manion trying to 
say something that would please the western 
farmers when he reached the prairies on his 
tour. But we cannot understand why he should 
try to bribe them with propositions that the 
farmers themselves know are impossible and 
ludicrous. It will make him no votes, and it 
will certainly not raise his stature in the public 
esteem. As to what his proposals would do to 
the national war effort which he claims to be 
able to conduct with far more wisdom and effi- 
ciency than the present Government, the less 
said the better. They would destroy it. 

There is a crudity about trying to bait his 
hook in this way that will appeal to on one.

Civilized women undergo a great 
deal of discomfort which is largely 
avoidable. The discomfort arising 
from the class of disorders limited 
to women is often very severe, yet 
much of this discomfort could be 
prevented if women learned how to 
take care of themselves.

Measures which benefit the gen-| 
eral health will prove of benefit} 
both in preventing and overcoming 
the disorders of women. Attention} 
must be given to such matters as! 
diet, exercise, proper rest, and the! 
maintainance of a regular intestinal 
elimination. 

This explains why it is that those 
women having some special trouble 
have been able to bring about a} 
Steady improvement through adopt. 
ing a better diet and taking more 
exercise. The foundation of health 
must depend upen those simple 
measures which help the body to 
keep well, and this foundation is 
equally as important to women as 
to men. If you have been distressed 
by one of the common women’s dis- 
orders, first of all, give your atten- 
tion to diet, exercise, sleep and in- 


testinal cleanliness. While doing 
this, you may at the same time, 
adopt any local treatment 


which 
may be necessary in your case, | 

Some of the symptoms accom- 
panying the disorders of women are 
general, while others are local. The 
general symptoms include nervous- 
ness, headache, irritability, attacks 
of the blues, and so on. A dragging 
down feeling through the lower 
back is another common symptom 
The purely local symptoms include 
a heavy feeling through the lower 
abdomen, pain or cramping, per- 
jociic discomfort, 


and the various 
menstrual disturbances such as pro- 
fuseness, scantiness, or painful 
periods 


Inasmuch as congestion through 
the pelvis frequently accompanies 
the disorders of women, all mea 
sures which tend to stimulate a 
better circulation of blood are often 
of value. Exercise such as walking 
or swimming, hot Sitz baths, 
douches of plain warm water, dia- 
thermy treatments, end warm ap- 
plications are commonly used for 
relieving congestion. As a general) 


rule, such measures should be used 
between periods, or just preceding 
a period, and should be omitted 
during menstruation.

Now for Post-War Era 
Col. Cornwall Claims 


That Canada’s after-war problems will be as great, if 
not greater, than her war problems, and that the time to 
take stock and make plans for the peace era is now, was the 
statement made today by Col. J. K. Cornwall, well known 
pioneer northerner, who believes that in Canada’s northland 
lies the solution of Canada's future. 


“After listening to the speeches * 


of Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain and other leaders it 
becomes increasingly clear that 
the price the British Empire must 
pay when the battle for freedom 


has been won will be a staggering 
burden of debt, and that some 
way or ways will have to be 
found for paying that debt,” 
said Col, Cornwall. 

“In Edmonton a few days ago W. 
M. Birks of Montreal, national

Thus distillers prob- 
ably will have to raise the unit price 
per gallon or else obtain an increas- 
ed price for their product now in 
vats.”
